Rome, Italy, December 26.—(4)— 
Rome was shaken today by an earth- 
quake of unusual violence, lasting 
about four minutes. The first shock 
was at 4:07 p. m. 

A fissure was opened up in the 
populous quarters of the eity, the ceil- 
ings in several houses fell and the 
cornice of a church broke off, in- 
juring a priest who was  >assing by. 
The priest was removed to a hospital. 

The tremors were distinctly felt at 
the vatican. The pope, in his pri- 
vate study, was surprised to see books 
and papers moving perceptibly and the 
funiture wobble in the room. Ser- 
vants ran in to ascertain if any 
objects had fallen near the pontiff. 

The shock varied from 5 to 6 de- 
grees, according to different localities 
in. Rome itself, increasing to seven 
or eight degrees at the towns of Roe- 
ca Di Papa and Valletri. 

Spectators at a footbal] game in the 
Appian yelodrome felt the shock dis- 


tinctly, and a stampede was threat- 
ened in the stands, but officials quiet- 
ed the half panic-stricken football fans.

It differs from the cttinnty 
anemia which is due to a known 
canse—rundown conditions and slow 
losses of blood, etc.—in that it bas 
heen so very difficult to cure, and that 
no definite cause can be fonnd for it. 

The hbleod becomes very .greatiy 
impoverished. The normal blood 
count is abent. 5,000,000 red blood 
cells to a cubic millimeter (which is 
but a drop about the size of a pin- 
head) and in rnicions anemia it 
may drop to as low as 1, , and 
in many cases even lower, 

Under the microscope, the blood 
cells show characteristic changes 
which are not found in the ordinary 
type of anemia. The hemoglobin, or 
red coloring matter, naturally drops 
very low also, but it is not so low 
comparatively as the cell count. (In 
ordinary anemia, the hemoglobin is 
comparatively lower than the cell 
count.) 

Naturally, with this very grave 
anemia, there is a great logs of mus- 
cular power and vitality.
